Prinee,continued ſhe,was the wiſtſh of all men,and yet 
diſdain'd not the affettions of a Princeſſe that lov'd him, 
but requited ber with his, to the ſatisfattion of all her 
d:fores.. At theſe words Salows ( though ina lit- 
tle confuſion) beheld me with a fixed eye, and by 
thar action obliged me to anſwer her. Ir was but juſt, 
laid I, thet a King ſo vertuous as you have Spoken him, 
foewld be flexible ta ſo faire a Queen, that had forſaken 
her eſtave to expoſe her ſelfe ro the hazard and incom- 
veniente of a lang Vayage to ſee him ; this enterpriſe 
was ſo confiderable in the perſon of ſo great a Princeſſe, 
4 Salomon could not bave been juſt ( as you have re- 
preſented him) had he uſed her ingratefully.

This place agreed with the Queens inclination to

Cleomedon Celars Spwne ; and indeed it was Ce” 
ſario , whom. the beate of the fight had deafen'd to 
their cryes., for covering his head with bis Shield, 
with bs Sword ready to cut, out more worke for the 
Chyrurgion, hee readyanc'd towards his oppoſite 
that attended him with.an equall reſolution : but the 
Prince of Maxrit enis, who bad lent attention to the 
words, and regard to the viſage of {andace , was

.came and joyned his aſliftance like a conſiderable re- 
\(erve to the reſt. 

Eteecles with the Prince of Maxritanis's Squire 
follow'd his example,onely the Queene and her maid 


remained Spectators, of the Cembart : and indeed it 


was almoſt a odigy to ſee men ſo weary'd and 
ainddepings t, with effects beyond hu- 


+ mane puiſſance, in ſo few moments to reduce fuch a 


number of their enemies to deſpaire of viory. 75- 
ridates though bur balfe arm'd, quickly tumbled ewo 
at his feet, and Eteoces couragioully cur this paſſa 
through the preaſe, and joyn'd himſelfe with the 
Prince his Maſter. But while theſe foure gallant war- 
riours, with brave emulation, like ſo many new 
Mearſe:s diſplay'd their invincible valour : the Captain 
of their enemies, whom feare of death had rang'd in 
the reare, contenting himſelf to animate with words, 
gp gry tof a per- 
ſonall example, chanc'd to caſt his eyes upon the 
Queen of e-/£thiopia , who was feeing Heaven with 
her Silver teares to reſcue her Ceſar from the perills 
that menac'd him ; hee no ſooner ſaw-, but knew 
her, and breaking into on outcry ,0h yos Gods ! ſaid 
he, and doe you then reſtore mee my Fugitive, that was 
wreſted from my hands with ſo great a danger of my 
life ? When preſently ( commanding one of his men 
that was neereſt to follow him) he ranto her. juſt as 
ſhe was thinking (for ſhe had ſpy*d him) to goe hide 
her ſelfe behinde the Rock : but ſhee made noc haft- 
enough to prevent that barbarous villaine,who rnde 
ly ſezing upon her. and, by the helpe of his compa- 


nion, 
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mon, having ſer her upbefore him upon the Pome!! 
of his Saddle, hee carried her away in fpite of altthe 
reſifance and firugling ſhee could make for eſcape : 
his companion would have had no pleafaat 'taske to 
force Clitze £0 the ſame poſture, if her refolurion to 
follow the Fortune of ber Miſtreſle , diſcarding the 
conſideration of her own, had not made her his eafic

darted himſelfe among the reſt, with fuch an irreſift- 
able vigour, as bee ſoone clear'd the way to his pur- 
ſait, when (by a freſh picce of Fortunes make) his 
Horſe, no longer able to ſuſtaine the many wounds 
he had receiv'd , fell dead under{him, and ſo-ſodain- 
ly, as falling with his Mafters feere ingag'd in the 
Stirrops, he expos'd himto the mercy of ms enemies; 
two of which, 'ſpying the cafuall advantages, were 
coining £0 kill him , which chey had extily effected, 
if the Knight of che Lions ( 4 whule before his eager
